Thirty-one Paintings in June 9 
Sale at Galerie Georges Petit 
Realize Grand Total of 3,300.- 
000 Francs. 


PARIS.—The oustanding offerings of 
the “Monsieur S” collection described 
in the May 21 issue of Tur Arr News. 
fully realized our optimistic predictions 
in the brilliant dispersal which took 
place at the Georges Petit Galeries on 
June 9. A large audience of collectors 
and dealers from all over the world 
were present for this notable sale, 
generally regarded as one of the most 
important since the Denys Cochin auc- 
tion in 1919. Despite a generally de- 
pressed market, the prices paid for the 
thirty-one works by leading French 
impressionist and post impressionist 
artists on this occasion, came as a 
strong confirmation of the stable values 
of modern masterpieces. In fact, the 
grand total of 3,300,000 franes consid- 
erably exceeded the advance estimates 
of the experts in charge of the sale 
Bidding was animated throughout 
the dispersal, and the outstanding ex- 
amples by Renoir, Cezanne and Van 
Gogh aroused especially keen competi- 
tion. It was the “Le Pont de Trin- 
quetaille a Arles” by the last named 
master which fetched 361,000 frances, 
the top figure of the dispersal. This 
was paid by the Amsterdam collector, 
Lutjens, who also secured Cezanne’s 
“Pommes sur une Table,” for 320,000 
frances, the third highest price. Mr. 
and Mrs. Chester Dale also carried off 
two prizes on this occasion to enhance 
their important collection. One of these 

Renoir’s “La Fillette au Cerceau” 
commanded, at 321,000 frances, the see- 
ond highest figure in the dispersal. 
Readers of Tur Art News will recall 
from our reproduction in the May 28 
issue, the exquisite qualities of this 
lovely work from the artist’s best peri- 
od. The other Dale purchase, at 150,000 
frances, was Courbet’s magnificent ‘‘La 
Liseuse d’Ornans.” Generally regarded 
as one of the shrewdest buys was 
Renoir’s “Venise, Gondole sur la Grand 
Canal,” bid in by Dr. Hirschmann of 
Amsterdam for 180,000 francs. Other 
prices attained for the large group of 
paintings by this same master, were 
excellent. “La Lecture,” showing two 
girls standing in a garden brought 
200,000 franes; “Le Pont des Arts,” 
133,000 frances, and the “Portrait de 
Jeune Fille” of the later period 102,000, 

In addition to the Cezanne still life, 
above mentioned, there was also ani- 
mated bidding for the master’s fine 
landscape, “Provencal Village Through 
Trees,” which eventually fell to an 
Offer of 250,000 franes. 

Among the works by the earlier 
Impressionist masters, especially high 
sums were given for the three beau- 
tiful Corots. “The Norman Farm” of 
about 1872, fetched 181,500 franes; “La 
Poesie,” of approximately the same 
Period, 150,000 francs and the “Medita- 
tion,” executed circa 1845, 110,000. 

Daumier’s “Oedipus and the Shep- 
herd” was one of the few works in 
the collection which, at 146,000 francs, 
fell below the advance valuations. 
However, there was keen competition 
for a small water color by this same 
master, entitled “The Lawyer,” which 
commanded 20,500 franes. Other inter-

| PARIS.—The great retrospective ex- 
| hibition of Picasso’s works which is 


|now on view at the 


yaleries Georges 
Petit confirms the programs outlined 
|two years ago when these galleries 
| were taken over by a new group. It 
|is unique as a one-man show, being the 
\first ensemble of the artist’s works 
|comprising examples from the period 
|of his arrival in Paris in 1900, down to 
| the present time. Picasso himself se- 
lected most of the paintings in this 
retrospective, while the arrangement 
j}and realization of the project were due 
to the enterprise of Etienne Bignou. 
Some thirty of the canvases on view 
|have never been exhibited before, and 
came direct from the artist’s studio. 
At the invitation of the Italian Govern- 
ment, a large group from the show will 
be sent from the exhibition to the 
| Venice Biennial. 


All phases of Picasso’s production 
are represented in this important dis- 
play—the “blue” and “pink” periods; 
the epochs of negro influence and cub- 
ist enthusiasm, as well as the strongly 
contrasting compositions of classic 
trend. Furthermore, the artist’s pres- 
ent day achievements are included. In 
each case, one or more well known 
American collectors have lent out- 
standing canvases.

Metropolitan Buys 
Nine Paintings by 
American Artists 


That the Metropolitan Museum is 
now taking swift and definite meas 
ures to repair its former laissez faire 
attitude towards contemporary Ameri 
can art, is abundantly evident from the 
nine purchases in this field made dur 
ing the past month. All of these works 
were placed on ehibition on July 10 in 
the museum’s room of recent 
sions and, together with the six paint 
ings secured at various times during 
the past year, form a convincing testi 
monial to the museum’s energetic ex 
ecution of new policies 

The works secured, although 
senting a more or less “safe” 
form an interesting group representa 
tive of various tendencies in contem 
porary American art. From the Milch 
Galleries, two purchases were made, 
both being works included in the last 
exhibition before the summer show. O!

the Metropolitan. 

In view of Glenn Coleman’s recent 
death and the fact that examples of his 
work are to be found in several im- 
portant museums, the Metropolitan’s 


purchase of “Speakeasy” from the 
Downtown Galleries, seems an espe 
cially wise selection. Painted in 1931, 


this canvas is highly characteristic of 
the artist’s developed style. From 
these same galleries, another of the 
Metropolitan’s more radical purchases 
was made—Bernard Karfiol’s “Hills.” 
Allen Tucker and Reginald Marsh, in 
paintings acquired from the Rehn Gal- 
lery, are the two remaining artists in 
cluded in the Metropolitan’s most re- 
cent accessions of American art. The 
Marsh canvas, which received the M. 
V- Kohnstamm prize earlier in the year 
at the Art Institute of Chicago, is a 
vivid street scene entitled “The Bow- 
ery.” That by Allen Tucker, is a bold- 
ly executed marine painted near Rock- 
port, Mass., and-called “Headlands.” 
Although the-artists represented in 
the Metropolitan’s selection have for 
the most part, received considerable 
recognition, both by purchase and 
prizes, it is certain that this most re- 


cent demonstration of a new attitude | 
towards the work of contemporaries, | 
will do much to give encouragement to | 


living painters in this country.

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BENIN ART SEEN 
IN PARIS SHOW 


PARIS.—The exhibition of Benin 
ivories and bronzes which was on view 
at the Trocadero until July 15, offered 
a notable array of material gathered 
from leading museums and collections 
specializing in this field. The show 
ing wae the first in a series to be sys 
tematically organized by MM. Labouret 
and Ratton of the Trocadero, illustrat 
ing various aspects of ethnology and 
primitive art. 

The Benin exhibition was indeed a 
revelation to the Parisian public, dis- 
playing as it did, ivories and bronzes 
which are relics of an ancient kingdom 
on the east coast of Africa. The bril 
liant civilization of which these were 
a product, disappeared in the latter part 
of the XIXth century. The strange and 
diverse styles, placed in chronological 
arrangement going back to the Middle 
Ages, not only afforded many interest 
ing problems to the ethnologists, but 
also gave rich plastic inspiration to 
artists. 

The large foreign museums, such as 
the British Museum, have brought to- 
gether collections of Benin art of 
which they are justly proud. From this 
source, as well as from collections in 
France and Germany came in the 
neighborhood of one hundred valuable 
loans, which add greatly to the com- 
prehensiveness of the Paris exhibition. 
Especially noteworthy items emanate 
from the Farnham collection in Eng- 
land and from both private collectors 
and museums in Berlin, Cologne, Dres- 
den, Munich and Leipsig. A section of

GOOD PRICES IN 
HAVILAND SALE 


PARIS.—There was brisk bidding 
during the early June sales at the Ho- 
tel Drouot and the Galeries 
Petit, giving clear demonstration that 
there is still a strong market for fine 
pictures and books. On June 3, the 
important offering of the George Havi- 


land collection drew crowds to the 
Galeries Georges Petit, dealers and 


collectors from all over the world be- 
ing present for this notable occasion. 
The highest price was attained by the 


beautiful “La Toilette’ by Puvis de 
Chavannes which was purchased by 
the Louvre for 300,000 frs. It is inter- 


esting to note that this notable work, 
which had been shown at the cente- 
nary exhibition of French art in 1900, 
had once been offered to the Louvre 
for 10,000 frs. Another striking exam- 
ple of appreciation in value was afford- 
ed by Chardin’s “La Bouillotte” which 
after bringing only 35,000 frances in 
1922, realized 120,000 in these suppos- 
edly untavorabde' times. For the 


“Bronze Cauldron” by the same mas-| 


ter, 58,000 francs was secured. 

As Tur Art News pointed out in its 
June 4 issue, the Haviland collection 
Was particularly strong in the works 
of Barye. In this notable group, 26,100 
francs was paid for the artist’s original 
plaster model of a Senegalese ele- 
phant; 10,100 franes for the bronze of 
an African elephant; 9,200 franes for 
“Lion Devouring a Wild Boar” in plast- 
er and 30,200 for the bronze “Stag 
Caught by Tornado.” Other interest- 
Ing figures paid for bronzes by this 
Same master included 40,000 franes for 
“Girl with Serpent,” 20,000 franes for 
“Les Femmes Damnees” (illustrating 
the poem by Baudelaire) and 9,000 
frances for “Pallas in a Helmet.” 

The paintings and water colors also 
registered good returns. Among 
examples by Constantin Guys was “La 
Daumont Imperiale” which 
specimens by Felicien Rops realized 
12,400, 15.900 and 19.000 frances. The 
two paintings by Fantin-Latour—‘The 
Trojans at Carthage” and “Still Life” 
commanded 27,100 frances, while Vigee 
Lebrun’s “Portrait of a Young Girl” 
fetched 18,000. 

Among the sculptures by the XVITIth 
century masters, a terra cotta by Hou- 
don went for 25.100 franes and one by 
Clodion for 29.000.

{nother powerful work by this same 
master is the “Portrait of a Bearded 
Man with Purple Coat and White Fur 
Collar,” notable both for the artist's 
subtle interpretation of an _ intellec- 
tual. aristocratic type and for the ex- 
quisite rendering of textures in fur 
and mantle. In the second depiction of 
a younger man, the eyes beneath their 
finely shaped brows, seem to proclaim 
the searching skepticism and discern 
ment of their subject, while the point-

and brows. 

Among the religious subjects is “The 
Virgin and Child with Two 
formerly in the Nemes 
Four leading authorities—Baron von 
Hadeln, Dr. August L. Mayer, the late 
Dr. Bode and Dr. Siren, all consider 
this picture, with its gracious modula- 
tion of rhythm, to be of early origin, 
painted between 1545-50. It is a char- 
acteristic work of this time, when Tin- 
toretto was still under the influence of 
the earlier Venetian school, especially 
of Titian. Finely preserved, the com- 
position is notable for its magnificent 
coloring and characteristic brushwork. 
Dr. Siren points out that the male fig- 
ure to the left may be compared to 
some of Tintoretto’s finest eariy por- 
traits, while the Virgin represents his 
ideal of feminine beauty in very attrac- 
tive form. He further calls our atten- 
tion to the freshness of the picture, 
which has not suffered from any re 
painting. Other religious subjects by 
Tintoretto include a “Descent from 
the Cross” lent by Mr. Mark Farquhar 
Oliver and “The Martyrdom of St. 
Sebastian,” in which the grouped fig- 
ires of the archers, aiming upward at 
the saint, are rendered with a _ sus- 
tained and powerful rhythm, repeated 
in several registers of the composition. 
This latter work, which is character- 
ized by Baron von Hadeln as “ingeni 
ously devised and masterly executed” 
was probably painted towards the end 
of the seventies and is very well pre- 
served.

In the one version, the 
girl is depicted in a blue and white 
dress, with a flower tucked into her 
hair; in the other, she is shown wear- 
ing a headdress and a gayly embroi- 
dered b dice. 

Canaletto and Pietro Longhi are 
each represented by two works in the 
Harris exhibition. The delightful “Pi- 
azza di San Marco with the Campa- 
nile’ and the “Santa Maria della Sa- 
lute,” with a view of the Riva by the 
first of these artists come from the 
collection of Capt. R. S. Holbech of 
Bunbury and were commissioned by 
William Holbech of Farnborough 
Hall, Warwickshire, about 1745, whilst 
traveling in Italy.
